reports that personal traffic 
continues to flow to and from 
Alaska via packet satellites. 
Bulletins are now flowing into 
Alaska via Southeastern Alaska 
and HF packet; this slows the 
bulletin traffic down by one-to-two 
days. 


Currently, about one-third of the 
hams in South Central Alaska use 
the KL7AA BBS in an average 
week. There about 50 or so extra 
users during the summer; hams 
from out of state who've brought 
in their gear with them on 
vacation. The AARC also 
forwards bulletins for other 
stations in Alaska in Juneau, 
Fairbanks and Kenai. 


As an alternate route for bulletin 
traffic, John asked the board to 
authorize the payment of $45 per 
month to use a local connection to 
the Internet. He also requested 
the board to authorize the 
expenditure of up to $500 to 
establish a packet radio node at 
Internet Alaska, the local 
connection to the system. The 
owner of Internet Alaska has 
agreed to let us place a packet 
radio node at his office. 


After discussing the proposal, the 
board approved the request to use 
the Internet connection service for 
a one year trial period. It was 
determined that we should have 
enough equipment on hand to 
establish the packet radio node for 
the Internet connection. 


Mel, AL7PB, KL7AA Sysop and 
Alternate Sysops Doug, KL7IKX 
and Paul, WL7BF, were given 
demonstrations of the 
packet/Internet connection. The 


connection acts as a Node to 
connect to over 300 other packet 
radio nodes around the world. 
Once you have logged in to the 
Node, the Internet becomes 
"invisible" to the packet operator. 
Doug has determined that there 
are sufficient safeguards to 
prevent a "hacker" on the Internet, 
from breaking through and 
gaining access to any of our 
packet transceivers. Gil, WL7EC, 
reported to the board that he is 
using a different internet gateway 
to communicate daily with friends 
in Southeastern Alabama and 
that the system works beautifully. 


Internet Alaska was started up 
June Ist as one of three private 
internet providers in Anchorage. 
John has already established a 
separate account with the 
company and reports that the 
owner is giving free service 
through July as the last of the 
bugs and glitches are elimenated. 
Internet Alaska is using a file 
server running the Unix 
operating system with 24 dialup 
phone lines and a 56 kilobaud 
dataline that links to another 
Internet server at the University 
of Washington in Seattle. John 
reports that about 260 local 
businesses signed up for the 
service during the company's first 
month of operations. 


The cost to the club for the service 
will be $225 for the first six 
months and then we will be billed 
$45 each month thereafter. An 
alternative method of just once a 
day service for the bulletins would 
cost $145 for the six months and 
would not provide local packet 
users the opportunity to log 
through to the 300 plus other 
Nodes via the system.

SLED 


The Statewide Library Electronic 
Doorway (SLED) was developed 
through a joint effort of librarians 
from around the State and funded by 
both the Alaska State Library and 
the Elmer E. Rasmuson Library, 
University of Alaska, Fairbanks. 


SLED is a_ service providing 
computer-based menu access to 
electronically available state, federal 
and worldwide information of 
interest to Alaskans. A computer 
and modem are required to access 
SLED. Once connected, SLED can 
access library catalogs and 
information databased from around 
the world via the Internet. 


SLED is available 7 days a week, 24 
hours a day to any home or business 
with a dial-up computer connection. 


But I don’t have a computer and 
modem. -Anchorage Municipal 
Libraries provide public access to 
SLED during library open hours. 
Ask a Reference librarian for help 
locating terminals with SLED acess.

(1) In Anchorage, AlaskaNet 
numbers: 258-6607 (2400 baud); 
258-7222 (9600 baud). Settings: No 
parity - 8 data bits - 1 stop bit. 

(2) Press return twice. If garbage 
characters appear, or if a prompt is 
requested, type the letter “o” 

(8) At the login and password 
prompts, type “SLED”. For help, 
call SLED telephone support: 800- 
478-4667.

were all inside in the warm, it 
started to 


rain cats and dogs! It rained so 
hard we couldn't see across the 
cleared area, and kept it up for 
quite a while too. 


Jim's 15 KW diesel generator 
purred like a kitten all weekend 
with nary a hitch. The extra 
power allowed us to use kilowatt 
power amplifiers which certainly 
helped our QSO/hr rate even 
though propagation was less than 
optimum. There was a bit of effort 
involved with getting "Big Bertha" 
to our Field Day operation, but all 
agreed it was a good thing we did. 


The only interesting thing came 
about during the afternoon on 
Saturday when we pumped some 
diesel fuel from the 55 gallon 
drums into the generator's tank. 
After pumping for a few minutes 
and getting no results, Paul 
WL7BF discovered that the draw 
tube on the hand pump had 
vibrated enough to come loose and 
fall down into the fuel drum! 


After a bit of consternation, the 
combined efforts of Paul, Bill 
KL7ITI and Jim KL7CC, finally 
succeeded in fishing the pipe out 
of the fuel drum. After it was 
reattached, everything went 
smoothly for the remainder of the 
event. 


Low band efforts were enhanced 
greatly this year by a 40 meter 
two-element Yagi beam and on 80 
meters Jim KL7CC used the club's 
new 40 foot Universal Aluminum 
tower with a 20 foot tubing 
extension in the top to create an 
80/75 meter vertical. After laying 
out about 20 ground radials 
(roughly 1200 feet of wire) and 
using a base mounted antenna 
coupler, the vertical tuned up like 


a dream. 


Proof was shown in the late night 
scores on both 40 and 80 meters - 
both of which were many times 
last year's totals. The aluminum 
tower proved a wise choice for the 
80 meter vertical, due to it's light 
weight, it took only a few "grunts" 
to get the tower standing up and 
guyed off. 


The portable satellite station 
provided by Gil WL7EC, was 
clearly one of the "stars" for the 
event - Gil reported a constant 
stream of visitors through his new 
RV. It was quite something to see 
- his computer controlled setup 
provided real time access to the 
low-orbit PACSAT satellites and 
also acces to the higher orbit 
OSCAR-10 and OSCAR- 13 birds. 


Gil's RV looked like a mobile 
electronics store - he was kidded 
about the fact that there was still 
a few square inches of room in the 
RV not occupied by radio gear! 
The crowning touch was the 
hanging basket full of live flowers 
Gil managed to hang from the 
"veranda" alongside his RV - all 
the comforts of home! 


Food was great all weekend, with 
a steady supply arriving at all 
hours. A continuing stream of 
burgers and hot dogs kept the 
crew at peak efficiency with most 
of the cooking being done by 
Simon NL7VR, plus the assistance 
of assorted others. The potluck 
assortment: was grand with 
delicious dishes of all sorts to 
choose from. 


Simon's XYL brought some great 
chocolate cookies - they 
disappeared instantly - as did the 
peanut butter cookies. Linda's 
beans were great (and very 
effective) as usual, and of course 
everyone just stuffed themselves - 


isn't that what Field Day is for? 


We even found time for an exam 
session! Our day was complete 
when a young lady (15) from the 
Moose Pass area arrived with her 
Father in tow. His promise to her 
was that if she passed her Tech- 
Plus exam, he would buy her a 
new handie talkie! Well, of course 
she passed and everyone made 
sure she knew just which radio to 
ask for - the one with the most 
features and accessories! And who 
says hams don't help each other 
out? 


Operating was capably handled by 
Chuck KL7PJ, Roy AL7MZ, Del 
KL7HF, Kent NL7VJ, Randy 
AL7PJ, John NL7GP and many 
others. We had several visitors 
from out of town - including a 
couple of hams from 8-land and a 
few from California. 


So, how did we do? We made a 
total of 704 QSO's, roughly evenly 
balanced between phone and CW, 
and gained several bonus points 
for our use of Packet, Satellites, 
originating a message to the 
Section Manager, receiving the 
W1AW field day message, and 
several other things. 


Even though our use of high 
power reduced our multipliers, the 
overall effort gained us a score of 
(approximately) 2160 points. This 
is a significant increase over last 
year's effort and will hopefully 
land us yet again at the top of the 
list for Alaska stations. 


We found several things to 
improve for next year a few things 
to change. We could have 
operated both phone and CW on 
both 15 and 20 meters during the 
day (4 stations) if we had been 
ready to go and if we had some

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Changes To The By Laws As Proposed By The AARC Board Of Directors 


ANCHORAGE AMATEUR RADIO CLUB 
BY-LAWS 
ARTICLE I: MEMBERSHIP AND PARTICIPATION 


Section 1. All persons interested in Amateur Radio shall be eligible to participate in corporation activities, except where 
restricted in other sections of these By-Laws. 


Section 2. All licensed Amateurs, whose applications have been approved by the Membership Committee and who have 
paid their assessed dues, shall be recognized as REGULAR MEMBERS. REGULAR MEMBERS shall have 
the right to vote in all elections of the corporation and hold any elected or appointed office of the corporation. 

Section 3. All persons who are not licensed Amateurs, but who are twelve (12) years of age, or older, and who have paid 
their assessed dues shall be ASSOCIATE MEMBERS. ASSOCIATE MEMBERS shall have the right to vote in 
all elections of the corporation, but may not hold any elected office of the corporation, except as allowed in 
other sections of these By-Laws. 


Section 64. Upon payment of an amount specified in the Rules of Procedure and approval by a majority of members 
present at a regular meeting of the Corporation, a person will be awarded LIFE MEMBERSHIP in the 
Corporation. 


ARTICLE II: DUES 
Section 1. Dues-willbe-assessed-on-an-annual basis: 


Seetien-2—The amount assessed for dues shall be reviewed annually and assessed to each member in an amount and 
manner prescribed in the Rules of Procedure. 


ARTICLE III: GOVERNING BODY 


Section 1. The governing body of the corporation shall be the Board of Directors and shall consist of the President, Vice- 
President, Activities Manager, Secretary, Treasurer, Trustee, the most recent past President, three (3), three- 


year Directors, and six (6) one-year Directors. 


Section 2. All members of the Board shall be elected from the REGULAR MEMBERSHIP, except the six one-year 
Directors, who may be elected from either the REGULAR or ASSOCIATE MEMBERSHIP. 


Section 3. All officers shall t meet the legal requirements to serve as an officer of a 
corporation incorporated in the State of Alaska. 


ARTICLE IV: DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS AND DIRECTORS 


Section 1. President. The President shall be the executive officer of the corporation and, subject to the control of the 
Board of Directors, shall, in general, supervise and control all of the business and affairs of the corporation. 
He The President shall, when present, preside at all meetings of the Board of Directors and at the meetings of 
the corporation. HeThe President shall enforce observance of the Articles of Incorporation and these By-Laws 
and decide all questions of order. HeThe President may sign, with Secretary or any other proper officer of the 
corporation thereunto authorized by the Board of Directors, all official documents or other instruments which 
the Board of Directors has authorized to be executed, except where the signing and execution thereof shall be 
expressly delegated by the Board of Directors or by these By-Laws to some other officer. The President shall 
perform, in general, all duties incident to the office of President and such other duties as may be prescribed by 
the Board of Directors from time to time. 


Section 2. Vice-President. In the absence of the President er-in-event-ofhis-death, or inability of the President to act, the 
Vice-President shall perform the duties of the President, and when so acting shall have all the powers of and 
be subject to all the restrictions upon the President. The Vice President shall coordinate program managers 
for each General Meeting of the club. The Vice-President shall perform such other duties as from time to time 
may be assigned te-him by the President or the Board of Directors. . 


Section 3. Activities Manager. The Activities Manager shall: (a) promote all corporation activities such as field days, 
mobile jaunts and such other activities as approved by the Board of Directors or corporation members; (b) in 
the absence of both the President and Vice-President, shall preside at the corporation or the Board of 
Directors' meetings; and (c) in general perform all the duties incident to the office of Activities Manager and 
such other duties as from time to time may be assigned te-him-by the President or by the Board of Directors. 
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Changes To The By Laws As Proposed By The AARC Board Of Directors 


Section 4. Secretary. The Secretary shall (a) keep the minutes of the meetings of the corporation and of the Board of 
Directors' meetings in one or more books provided for that purpose; (b) see that all notices are duly given in 
accordance with the provision of these By-Laws or as required by law; (c) be custodian of the corpor’“n 
records and of the seal of the corporation and see that the seal of the corporation is affixed to all docun. 3, 
the execution of which, on behalf of the corporation under its seal, is duly authorized; (d) maintain a file of all 
out-going business correspondence, log all in-coming correspondence and inform the President of all such 
correspondence and, in general, perform all duties incident to the office of Secretary and such other duties as 
from time to time may be assigned te-him-by the President or by the Board of Directors. 


Section 5. Treasurer. The Treasurer, under the control of the Board of Directors, shall: (a) have general supervision of the 
financial affairs of the corporation and be responsible for the keeping of the books of account; (b) give receipts 
for monies due and payable to the corporation from any source whatsoever, and deposit all such monies, in the 
name of the corporation, in such banks or other depositories as shall be selected by the general membership at 
a regular meeting or by the Board of Directors; (c) pay no bills without proper authorization by the general 
membership or the Board of Directors; (d) file to the Federal Government the tax forms as required for the 
current year (the tax exempt number is 23-7225693); (e) be responsible for the purchase of insurance to cover 
any activities of the corporation; (f) submit semi-annually in itemized statement of disbursements and 
receipts to the general membership and the Board of Directors; (g) in the absence of the Secretary, act in his 
stead; and (h) in general, perform all of the duties incident to the office of Treasurer and such other duties as 
from time to time may be assigned te-him-by the President or by the Board of Directors. 


Section 6. Trustee. The REGULAR MEMBERSHIP shall by vote designate one of the REGULAR MEMBERS as Trustee 
of the corporation and all FCC licenses issued to the corporation. He The Trustee shall: (a) be responsible for 
the licenses and their renewal; (b) insure that the licenses are properly displayed during the operation of the 
club: (c) retain all logs as prescribed by law: and (d) in general, perform all duties incident to this position. 
The Trustee shall hold office for a term ef-five-(5)-years; to coincide with the station license not to exceed ten 
years. 


Section 7. Director(s). Each Director shall: (a) convey the general objectives of the membership to the Board of Directors; 
(b) assure that the other Board members adhere to the general objectives set forth in the Articles of 
Incorporation and these By-Laws; (c) provide continual existence of the corporation officers for the perpetual 
existence of the corporation; (d) manage the affairs of the corporation as set forth in the Article of 
Incorporation and in these By-Laws; (e) report the activities, recommendations, and decisions of the Boa oo 
the corporation members; (f) appoint all committees or designate the manner in which they shall be 
appointed; (g) appoint an audit committee to audit the corporation's records which shall include the 
secretarial records, Treasurer's records, and the membership list prior to turning over said records to the 
newly elected officers; (h) do all the things necessary for the good and welfare of the corporation; and (i) in 
general, perform all of the duties incident to the office of a Director.

ARTICLE V: ATTENDANCE AT BOARD MEETINGS 


Section 1. If three (3) Board meetings are missed by any Board member or Officer in any twelve-month period in a term of 
office, the Board member's office shall be considered vacant. The office shall be-come vacant upon missing the 
third Board meeting unless justifiable excuse and due cause for missing each of the meetings is found by the 
majority of the Board, at the meeting in which the seat becomes vacant. A justifiable excuse may be given by 
the Board Member or Officer to the President prior to the meeting which will be missed. 


ARTICLE VI: SEVERANCE 
Section 1. Any officer, Director, or member in good standing may resign by submitting a written letter of resignation to 
the Board. 


Section 2. Any officer, Director, or member may be removed from office or membership with/for cause, on a motion made, 
seconded and carried by a three-fourths (3/4) vote of the REGULAR and ASSOCIATE MEMBERS present at a 
regular meeting of the membership. 
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ARTICLE VII: VACANCIES 


Section 1. In the event of a vacancy occurring in any office of the corporation between elections, the Board of Directors 
shall recommend to the voting membership a nominee to fill the vacant position for the unexpired term of 
office, or, in the case of the Trustee, for a term consistent with FCC licensing procedures. Approval of the 
Board's recommendation shall be by majority vote of members present at the first regular membership 
meeting. In the event disapproval of the Board's recommendation, the Board shall submit another nominee. 


ARTICLE VIII: ELECTIONS 
Section 1. Elected term of office shall be from dulyttedune-30 December Ist to November 30th. 


Section 2. Elections shall be held in a manner specified in the Rules of Procedure and shall be held at such time to allow 
timely transfer of office. Directors elected to three-year terms shall be elected one each year so as to stagger 
terms of office. 


Section 3. No officer may hold two elected offices concurrently. 


Section 4. No officer or Director may hold the same office for more than two consecutive elected full terms. An exception to 
the two consecutive term limit can be made upon the recommendation of the Board of Directors to the Gereral 
Membership. Exceptions to the two consecutive elected term limit must be reconsidered by the Board of 
Directors each year prior to the next elections. 

Section 5. No member may hold a proxy vote for more than one other member, and that proxy shall be valid for not more 
than one Board meeting and one general meeting. 


ARTICLE IX: MEETINGS 
Section 1. The reguler-business General meeting of the Anchorage Amateur Radio Club, Inc., shall be held at least once 
each month. 


Section 2. Specific Interest Groups in the club may hold additional meetings as desired. Minutes of the Specific Interest 
Group meetings should be taken and given to the Secretary for inclusion in club records and publication in the 
club newsletter. 

Section 23. Special meetings of the club may be called by the President, a majority of the Board of Directors, or upon the 
written request of any twenty-five (25) veting members of the club. 


Section 34. The regular meeting of the Board of Directors shall be held at least once each month. 


Section 4-5 Special meetings of the Board of Directors may be called by the President or by any five (5) members of the 
Board. 


Sections 55. The procedures for calling special meetings and for setting the day and place of all meetings shall be specified 
in the Rules of Procedure. 


ARTICLE X: COMMITTEES 
Section 1. The Standing Committees of the corporation may be: Technical, Radio Frequency Interference, Publicity, 
Hospitality, Refreshment, Membership and Education Committees. Such other committees (ie, VHF, ARRL, 
etc.) as are necessary for the continued activities of the club shall be appointed by the President and approved 
by the Board of Directors. 


Section 2. Such ad hoc committees as needed shall be appointed by the President and approved by the Board of Directors. 


Section 3. Charges to Standing Committees shall be as shown in the Rules of Procedure. Charges to ad hoc committees 
shall be contained in the respective letters of appointment and shown in records of minutes. 


ARTICLE XI: QUORUM : > 


Section 1. A quorum of the general membership meetings for the purpose of conducting business shall be a majerity-efthe 
Beard-and-any minimum of 25 members of the club-members-present-at a properly called meeting. 
Section 2. A quorum of regular and special meetings of the Board of Directors shall consist of at least eight (8) Board 


members, including at least two (2) officers and at least three (3) Directors who are not officers of the club. A 
majority vote of at least six (6) votes is required to pass motions before the Board of Directors. 


“ARTICLE XII: FUNBS ACCOUNTING FOR CLUB ASSETS . 
Section 1. All funds received by the corporation shall be deposited in accounts authorized by the Board of Directors or by 
the general membership. withdrawals and disbursements from these accounts shall be in a manner 
consistent with good accounting practices and according to procedures specified in the Rules of Procedure. 
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Changes To The By Laws As Proposed By The AARC Board Of Directors 


Section 2. Corporation accounts shall be audited annually by a committee appointed by the President and approved by the 
Board of Directors. The President, with the approval of the Board of Directors, is authorized to contractor 
such external, independent audits as may be necessary from time to time. 


Section 3. The President shall submit an annual budget to the general membership for approval. The club budget year 
shall begin on January | and end on December 31. 


Section 4. No part of the net earnings of the corporation shall inure to the benefit of, or be distributable to, its members, 
Board of Directors, officers, or other private persons, except that the corporation shall be authorized and 
empowered to pay reasonable compensation for services rendered and to make payments and distributions in 
furtherance of the purposes set forth in Sections ] and 2 hereof. No substantial part of the activities of the 
corporation shall be the carrying on of propaganda, or otherwise attempting, to influence legislation, and the 
corporation shall not participate in, or intervene in (including the publishing or distribution of statements), 
any political campaign on behalf or any candidate for public office. Notwithstanding any other provision of 
these articles, the corporation shall not carry on any other activities not permitted to be carried on (a) by a 
corporation exempt from Federal Income Tax under Section 501 (c) (87) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954 
(or the corresponding provision of any future United States Internal Revenue Law), or (b) by a corporation, 
contributions to which are deductible under Section 170 (c) (2) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954 (or the 
corresponding provision of any future United States Internal Revenue Law). 


Section 5. The Custodian, appointed by the President from the REGULAR MEMBERSHIP and approved by the Board of 
Directors, shall: (a) have custody or control over, and account for, all property associated with the corporation; 
(b) insure that all property of the corporation be marked in such a manner as to establish identity of ownership; 
and (c) present an annual inventory list to the Board of Directors and general membership. 


Section 56. Upon the dissolution of the corporation, the Board of Directors shall, after paying or making provision for the 
payment of all of the liabilities of the corporation, dispose of all of the assets of the corporation exclusively for 
the purposes of the corporation in such manner, or to such organization or organizations organized and 
operated exclusively for charitable, educational, religious, or scientific purposes as shall at the time qualify as 
an exempt organization or organizations under Section 501 (c) (87) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954 (or 
the corresponding provision of any future United States Internal Revenue Law), as the Board of Directors 
shall determine. Any of such assets not so disposed of shall be disposed of by the Superior Court forthe” oe 
of Alaska, Third Judicial District, exclusively for such purposes or to such organization or organization. 4s 
said court shall determine, which are organized and operated exclusively for such purposes. 


ARTICLE XIII: INSURANCE 
Section 1. The corporation shall purchase sufficient liability insurance to protect the corporation, 


ARTICLE XIV: AMENDMENTS AND RULES OF PROCEDURE 


Section 1. All club meetings shall be conducted according to the Rules of Procedure. Robert's Rules of Order, Revised 
Edition, shall apply in instances not covered in the Rules of Procedure. In cases of disputed interpretation, 
the decision of a Parliamentarian appointed by the President and accepted by the concerned parties or 
approved by the majority vote of members present, shall be final and binding. 


Section 2. These By-Laws may be amended by a two-thirds (2/3) vote of the members present. The final vote on any 
amendment may not be taken during the same meeting at which the amendment is proposed. 


Section 3. The Rules of Procedure may be amended by a simple majority of members present. 
Section 4. The approval of minutes of any club meeting shall not constitute a change in either the By-Laws or the Rules of 
Procedure. 
ARTICLE XV: VETO AUTHORITY 
Section 1. Any motion passed at a duly constituted meeting of the Board of Directors may be vetoed by a majority vote of 
the voting membership of the corporation. 
ARTICLE XVI: EFFECTIVE DATE 


Section 1. These By-Laws shall become effective immediately upon approval by a two-thirds (2/3) vote of the mer’ -s 
present or represented at a duly constituted meeting. 


Section 2. The Rules of Procedure shall become effective immediately upon approval by a majority vote of the members 
present or represented at a duly constituted meeting.
